This again represents a considerable extension of the 
range of the species, the most easterly location known 
previously being in the Gabon. 

The excellent state of preservation of the material en¬ 
ables me to correct some of my opinions and statements 
in the reference cited above. In the Fggeling material 
the true side-lobes of the lip are clearly developed on the 
outside of the triangular calli, although these are adnate

This species strongly resembles A. tc/uticalcar Suin- 
rnerb. in general appearance and in floral structure, and 
has tbe same type of pollinarimn. 1 lowever, tbe inOores- 
eenees are shorter, tbe flowers pale green and unseented 
while tbe sepals are approximately etpial in length, in¬ 
stead of tbe laterals beinu mueb lorurer than tbe dorsal 


as in A. tcmucalcar. Tbe spur, though of about tbe same 
length, is distinctly thicker. A striking feature is tbe 
thickened distal portions of tbe tepals which are furnished 
with numerous crystal sacs appearing as even denser 
points in tbe tissue. 
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
